What are the gift restrictions for members 
and employees of the General Assembly? 


The Missouri Constitution prohibits members and 
employees of the General Assembly from 
receiving gifts of any tangible or intangible item, 
service, or thing of value from a paid lobbyist or 
principal. 


This does not prevent individuals from receiving 
gifts, family support, or anything of value from 
those related to them within the 4th degree by 
blood or marriage.

As election season begins in earnest, don't forget to 
disclose who paid for your campaign materials. 


The law requires any promotional or informational 
printed materials related to a candidate or ballot 
measure to contain the proper “paid for by” disclosure. 


The exact wording of this disclosure differs depending 
on whether a candidate, committee, business/ 
organization, or individual paid for the materials. 


Be sure to review our Paid For By Requirements 
brochure and tutorial series to make sure you stay in 
compliance with these laws.

What if I’m an 8/2 primary candidate? 
e File by 4/12 to avoid $10/day late fees. 


e File by 4/19 to avoid disqualification and 
removal from the ballot. 


e Disclose financial interests from 
1/1/2021—the closing date of filing for 
candidacy. 


What if I’m an annual filer and an 8/2 
primary candidate? 


You are only required to submit one PFD per 
calendar year. If you have already filed a PFD 
as a 2022 candidate, you do not need to 
submit an additional disclosure. 


What if I no longer hold the position that re- 
quired me to file a PFD? 


If you held the position at any point in 2021, 
you must submit a PFD. The PFD will disclose 
your financial interests from January 1, 2021, 
through the last day you held the position. 


What if an annual filer fails to file a PFD? 
e Late filing fees of $10 per day. 
e Compensation withheld until PFD is filed. 


e Suspension from office if filer fails to file 
within 30 days of notice from the MEC.

By July 18, 2022, subdivisions must confirm to the MEC 
whether their annual operating budget (AOB) is over $1 million 
or $1 million or under.

Conflict of Interest Ordinances 


Each subdivision may choose to adopt its own method of 
disclosing the potential financial conflicts of interest of its 
candidates, officials, and/or employees.

Include any desired penalties in the 
ordinance. Upon adoption, the subdivision is responsible for 
enforcing its ordinance.

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2022 Legislative Update 


House Bill 2400—LLC Campaign Contributions 


On June 30, 2022, Governor Parson signed into law 
HB 2400. Among other provisions, this bill outlines 
requirements for LLCs (not classified as 
corporations under the federal tax code) that wish 
to make contributions to committees in Missouri. 


e LLCs must exist for at least one year prior to 
making contributions to any committee. 


e By August 28, 2022, LLCs seeking to make 
contributions must electronically file with the 
MEC, indicating that they are a legitimate 
business with a legitimate business interest.

If the committee has more debt than money on 
hand, convert to a debt service committee by 
filing an amended Statement of Committee 
Organization.

Upon logging in to the Political Subdivision E-Filing System, both last year’s annual filers and last 
year’s candidates will be displayed. Review each section, update each filer, and remove those no 
longer required to file. 


Reminder: If an annual filer held the position at any time in 2022, they are required to file for the 
time period served. Each political subdivision must notify designated filers that their names have 
been submitted.

Consider the following prior to contributing as an LLC or accepting contributions from an LLC. 
(?) How do I register an LLC with the MEC? 
The MEC has created an online LLC Campaign Finance Registration System. 


1. Create an account: Click the LLC Campaign Finance Registration link in the Help Center box on mec.mo.gov. 


2. Login: Click the Login button in the upper right hand corner of the MEC homepage. Then click LLC Login. 


3. Register: Click “Add LLC Statement.” Search by LLC charter number or name. The LLC’s member or manager 
(or equivalent for foreign LLCs) must attest that the LLC meets all the conditions to register and make 


contributions. 


How do I know if an LLC can contribute to my committee? 


An LLC without corporate tax status may contribute if it has existed for at least one year, registered with the 
Missouri Secretary of State, is a legitimate business, and is registered with the MEC. Committees can find a list 
of registered LLCs using the new LLC Campaign Finance Registration Search. 


An LLC with corporate tax status does not need to register with the MEC or exist for any length of time before 
making a contribution. Remember, however, that candidate committees may not receive contributions from 
corporations, therefore LLCs with corporate tax status may not contribute to candidate committees. Foreign 
corporations that are not authorized to do business in Missouri may not contribute to Missouri committees. 


Do not assume an LLC's tax status. We recommend verifying this information with the contributing LLC.
